Having grown up near a pig farm 
in Atlanta, Mizelle said he had always 
been interested in the animal. Since 
the Reaktion animal series did not yet 
have a book on pigs, Mizelle said that 
he asked Burt, “Hey, can I put in a pro- 
posal for pig?’” 

According to Mizelle, who was 
named Cal State Long Beach’s author 
of the month, pigs and humans have a 
shared history of about 10,000 years, 
which makes them important both ma- 
terially and symbolically. 

“Pigs are an important animal in 
the history of ,human’s relationship 
with nature,” Mizelle said. “They’re 
interesting because of the similarities 
between humans and pigs [and they] 
have always been interesting in terms 
of their intelligence.” 

In his book, Mizelle talks nite the 
natural and human-caused evolution of 
pigs, as well as their history, domesti- 
cation and steady disappearance from 
cities. He also discusses the contradic- 
tion between the ways in which pigs are 
‘represented in cultural images versus 
the way they exist today. 

“We imagine the happy pigs and 
farmers, and everyone’s outside and 
it’s this kind of nostalgic, idyllic, tradi- 
tional way of doing things, but it’s not.” 
Mizelle said. “It’s a big huge industry 
with animals kept in confinement, don’t 
really see the outsides, they don’t really 
get fresh air.” 

For his field research for the book, 
Mizelle said he visited several places 
like the Ocmulgee Wild Hog festival in 
rural Georgia and the World Pork Expo 
in Des Moines, Iowa.

Just as President Obama and Mitt 
Romney are vying to get the last pos- 
sible vote, Cal State Long Beach po- 
litical organizations are looking to 
swing the vote as well. 

With the presidential election right 
around the corner, the Long Beach 
State College Republicans and the Col- 
lege Democrats of CSULB are putting 
forth an extra effort to reach out to col- 
lege students, especially those disen- 
gaged or apathetic to politics.

“We love PSSA,” Victoria Chung, 
president of ‘the College Democrats 
of CSULB, said. “They’ve facilitated 
many events, and whenever ASI holds 
an event they invite us.” 

The College Democrats have also 
looked outside thé state for their advo- 
cacy efforts. Just this past weekend, 
they took a trip to Nevada with Or- 
ganizing for America, a community 
project of Democratic National Com- 
mittee. 


Chung said the trip to Nevada, 
which. is typically a battleground 
state, is a good opportunity to make 
an impact on undecided voters. 

“The goal [of the trip] is to make 
sure Nevada turns blue,” Chung said. 

Several members also attended a 
rally that former president Bill Clin- 
ton spoke at last week in Irvine. 

Elizabeth Gamboa, president of 
the College Republicans, said that the 
club is focusing most of its energy on 
state and local races. 

“We are working to try to get the 
word out about other races,” Gamboa 
said. “The 66th Assembly District 
race is one we’re working on.” 

Sean Graves, vice president of the 
College Republicans, said that de- 
bates, such as the oné held between 
the College Democrats and Republi- 
cans.on Thursday, are a good way for 
students.to learn about each party’s 
stances on a number of issues. 

“It’s good for them to see the view- 
points on both sides,” Graves said. 

Aside from face-to-face events, the 
College Republicans have also ex- 
panded their presence on social media 
so they can better interact with stu- 
dents, according to Gamboa.

“The way in which in contempo- 


rary society we view everything from 
animal rights to how we understand the 
narratives of our world is very much 
tied up in the resonance that we give all 
sensing beings,” Fisher said. 

Nancy Quam-Wickham, chair of 
the history department, said she had a 
sneak-peek at the book before it was 
published and thought it was wonder- 
ful. 

“They’re very interesting examina- 
tions of things that we often take for 
granted — animals,” Quam-Wickham 
said. 

In the five years it took to compile 
the book, Mizelle has received several 
pig trinkets from people who now know 
him as the “pig guy.”

Death of Newsweek print edition spells bad news for journalism 


Earlier this month, Newsweek announced its 
decision to end its print publication, allowing for 
a digital-only version of the magazine to survive 
come 2013. 

This decision, as a result of losses in both 
circulation and advertising, is bad news for print 
journalism in general. 

It’s obvious to anyone who picks up a paper, 
(insert joke here) that print journalism is dying a 
very slow, public and painful death. 

For many Americans, it is easier to get news 
on their iPhones or laptops, instead of picking up 
a magazine that honestly cannot fully compete 
nowadays. 

The benefits to online media are seemingly 
endless. ~ 

Online news sites offer information instan- 
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taneously, whereas Newsweek can offer stories 
only once a week. 
Online news agencies can also offer a great 
deal more content as well, whereas print content 
»can only offer as much information as they can 
financially afford to. 
Newsweek’s decision to end 
its print publication may very 
well put another stake into the 
heart of print journalism. 
With online sites such as TMZ and The Huff- 
ington Post, it is clear that online journalism is 
not necessarily better than print journalism.

Rather than focus on the substance of the 
article, my attention drifts to the often-pointless 
advertisements and pop-ups.

If print magazines and newspapers like News- 
week continue to shift to online only editions, 
journalism may suffer greatly. 

Online sites based on eye-traffic and advertis- 
ing solely may very well dominate journalism’s 
future. <

online media, though.

Long Beach Marina-Green Park became a con- 
tamination zone Saturday night as zombies staggered 
about, some even crawling on the ground.

LBSU is shut out in 
what may be the last 
game of its season.

Senior Day smiles turned to frowns fol- 
lowing what may have been the Long Beach 
State women’s soccer team’s most heart- 
breaking loss of the season. 

After being held scoreless for 103 min- 
utes, the 49ers (12-7, 5-4 Big West Confer- 
ence) allowed a controversial goal in double 
overtime and lost to Cal State Northridge (9- 

- 4-6, 6-1-2 Big West). It was a result that may 
have ended their season for good. 


“Tt’s obviously really disappointing, and : 


_ we're all really upset,” senior forward Nadia 
Link said. : 
Link and the rest of the 49ers now have 
to hope that their Ratings Percentage Index 
~(RPI) remains high enough to get them an 
at-large bid to the NCAA tournament. De- 
spite this most recent setback, Link still has 
high hopes that she has not played her last 
game in an LBSU uniform. 

“We did a lot of good things in preseason 
‘that I know held us over during conference,” 
she said. “We’re very hopeful and confident 
that it will carry us to [the postseason],” 

Head coach Mauricio Ingrassia echoed 
that sentiment. : ; 

“We've got a couple of good wins,” he 
said. “It’s going to be a nervous two weeks 
though. We’Il see.” 

The 49ers have to wait for conference 
tournaments to conclude before the NCAA 
tournament field is announced. In the mean- 
time, they will have to try to move on from 
their fourth double-overtime loss of the sea- 


son. 

LBSU entered its final gartie of the regu- 
lar season needing a win and nothing less 
to move on to the Big West tournament. 
After its 5-0 drubbing of Hawaii on Friday, 
it seemed that the ‘Niners not only had the 


defense to get it done but had also accom- 


- plished some sort of offensive breakthrough. 


Quality play on both sides of the ball would 
be essential to defeating the Matadors on 
Senior Day. 

Defense was not a problem for the 49ers. 
A back line anchored by seniors Alex Bal- 
cer and Jenny Soza performed as expected 
and only gave up three shots on goal in all of 
regulation. But a scoreless tie would not be 
an acceptable result for a team that needed a 
win to move on. 5 

After a lackluster first half, during which 


_ the ‘Niners failed to earn even one shot on 


goal, the offense stepped up the pressure 
and created better chances in the second. 
Despite only getting off four.shots, the 49er 
forwards found themselves with consider- 
ably more favorable matchups than they had 
earlier in the game. 

Perhaps LBSU’s best chance of the game _ 
came late in the second half when Link 
chased down a ball near the Matador goal. 
Battling inside the box with a CSUN de- 
fender, Link managed to win the ball and 
give herself a one-on-one matchup with 
goalkeeper Cynthia Jacobo. Her shot sailed 
a few inches over the goal, however, and the 
‘Niners found themselves locked in a score- 
less tie with time running out. . 

“That was definitely our best chance,” 
Link said. “If I could have that one back a 
million times, I’m sure every single time, it 
would be in. A million more times — all of 
the other reps would be in.” 

The final minutes of regulation passed 
without a score, and LBSU was soon headed 
to its seventh overtime of the year. 

The 49ers failed to get off so much as 
a shot in the first overtime, and the teams 
moved on to the second overtime without 
much fafifare. Drama wasn’t far off, how- 
ever, as it only took another two minutes for 
controversy to enter the fold. 

After a harmless CSUN foul near the 
LBSU goal, Balcer set up for a free kick 
about ten yards outside the 49er box. She 
took the set piece before the Matadors had 
completely cleared the area, however, and 
nailed a nearby CSUN defender in the 
back. 

LBSU goalkeeper Marrina Meyers, 


seemingly anticipating a redo of the 
free kick, ventured outside the box and 
picked up the ball. But head referee Mo- 
hamed Mahmoud didn’t call for a re-kick 
and instead charged Meyers with a hand- 
ball, allowing CSUN to take a free kick 
of its own from within 25 yards of the 
49er goal. 

Immersed in a chorus of boos and 
yells of disapproval, CSUN took its 
free kick, but the ball clipped a 49er 
defender and shot past the right goal- 
post and out of play. On the ensuing 
corner kick, however, the Matadors’ 
Taylor Hobson grabbed possession of 
a rebound and struck the ball into the 
back-left corner of the net, sealing the 
victory and a spot in the Big West tour- 
nament for CSUN. ; 

“T just think that that was bizarre,” In- 
grassia, who was noticeably upset with 
the call, said after the game. “I don’t re- 
ally have an opinion. | just want to see it 
on film first.” 

Ingrassia will have a lot of time to 
look over that film as his team awaits 
the announcement of the NCAA tourna- 
ment bracket. The Big West tournament 
will go on without the 49ers for just the 
second time in Ingrassia’s LBSU career, 
and a senior class filled with stars and 
key contributors may end their days of 
collegiate soccer on the sourest of notes 
—a double-overtime heartbreaker influ- 
enced by a splash of controversy. 

“This is probably the most amazing 
team I’ve ever played on and the memo- 
ries that I’ve had with this team, so far 
are some of the best memories of my 
life,” Link said. “This is the highlight of 
my life so far, and I’ll never forget it.” 

The regular season Big West title and 
No. 1 seed in the postseason tournament 
will go to Cal State Fullerton, which de- 
feated Pacific in its final game to finish 
at 7-2 in the conference. CSUN, Cal Poly 
and UC Irvine round out the remaining 
tournament participants, all of which 
will compete for an automatic berth into 
the NCAA tournament. 

The Big West tournament will kick off 
Thursday at UCT.
